Items from the Gold Mines. 


We have réteived copies of the Mountain 
City Gold porter, (Sept. 10,) aud of the Rocky 
Mountain News,( Denver City,) of same date. 
From them we glean some items of general in- 
terest. 

— A dael was fought on the first inst. on the 
Colorado, between Col. E. Warrea of Indiava 
and George W. Harrison of Virginia. Knives 
were first choseu as weapons but Colt’s Navy 
Revolvers were fivally substituted—distance, 
lifteen paces; each party ogreeing to fire three’ 
shots in succession afterthe word three. At 
the word “one,” the Colonel fired three shots 
ia rapid succession, one ball os through 
the hat of Harrisen, at the word “ three,” Har- 
rison fired two shots, one striking the co!lar 
bone and the other —s through the breast 
of the Colonel, killing him instantly. Both 
parties sre represented as men of great cour- 

and respectability, and Harrison is said to 
be unequalled asa pistol shot. Thos. Mason 
aod Wim. Kean, of Kentucky, acted as secouds 
for Harrison, Henry Brown and Moses Fox, of 
Nebraska Territory, for Col. Warren. This 
was the first duel ever fought in the Rocky 
Mountains. 

— The mines are geverally reported as yieid- 
ieg more favorably than ever before. The Aev- 
porter gays all the mines are making wages 
while many are being richly repaid. At Rus 
sell’s Guich &720 were realized in two days ; G. 
W. Patterson & Co., took out $250 in one day 
with three bands; at Jackson's diggings the 
miners average an ounce a day per man ; Messrs. 
Kehler, Pattou & Fieicher on the Bates Lodge 
average $100 a day to the sluice. 

— Tie first quartz mill had reached the Moun- 
tain mines. It was bailed with great joy and 
will produce rich results.

Letter from San Francisco. 
REFUSAL OF REPUBLICANS ANP ANTI-LECOMPTON 


GHANIANS, BTC. 
[Special Correspondence of the Missour! Democrat.) 
Sans Paanc.sco, Sept 3d, 1859. 

The most important feature of the political 
news of last week, is the utter extinction which 
the Republicdus and the anti Lecomptonites 
have brought upon themselves by a refusal to 
unite upon a ticket for Congressman. This 
result so ardent'y hoped for has been entirely 
dissipated by the declination of the anti-Le- 
comptovites to fuse. An addressfrom the Ke- 
publhean Central Committee says: 

“ The rumors which have been afloat for the 
past few days, relative to a union upon the Con- 
gressional tieket, between the Republican and 
anti Leeompton parties, make it proper and ne- 
cessary for the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee to state that no such arrangement will 
be made, as the leaders of the anti-Lecompton 
party, after making the first advances for this 
purpese, and after afavorable respense on our 
part to their proposition, have failed to come to 
any understanding with us upon the subject. It 
is therefore, the duty of all Republicans to use 
every effort for the election of the whole Repub- 
lican ticket” 

Mr. Murdoch, the Republican candidate for 
State Prioter, has withdrawn in favor of the 
anti-Lecompton nominee, John O'Meara, but it 
is presumed the Central Committee will not cou- 
sent to the arrangement, but nominate some 
body else to fill the vacancy on the ticket. 
Murdoch was never considered bere a first-rate 
Republican anyhow, as last year, during the 
Lecompton excitement, he announced himself 
for Douglas.

THE SAN JUAN DIFPICULTY—REPLY OF GOVERNOR 
DOUGLAS TO GENERAL HARNEY. 

The steamer Norwood arrived from Victoria, 
V. 1. wito papers to the 27th August. 

The Victoria Gazette contains a reply by Gev- 
ernor Douglas to the answer given by Gen. Har- 
ney to the protest by the former, in regard to 
the occupation by U. 8. troops of San Juan 
Island. « Here is the reply of Gov. Douglas: 

G@ veanment Hoose Victoria} 
Vancouver Island, Augast 14, 184. 

Brigadur Gen. Wm. Harney, Commanding 
the Troops in the Department of Uregon: =~ 

Dean —On the evening of the 10th inst., 
I had the honor of receiviog your dispatch, dat- 

ed Fort Vancouver, August 6, 1859. 

In reply thereto, | mustthank you for the 
frank, straightforward manner in whieh you 
commtnicate to me your reasons for occupying 
the Island of San Juan in the Haro Archipe'ago 
with a portion of the military forces of the Uni. 
ted States under your command, I am glad to 
hear that you have done so under general in- 
structions from the President of the United 
States, as Military commander of the Depart 
ment of Oregon, and not by direct authority 
emanating from the Cabinet at Washington. — 

You state that the reasons which induced 
vou to take that course, wre the “insults and in- 
dignities which tbe British authorities of Van- 
couver Island, andthe establishment of the 
Hadson Bay Company” have recently offered to 
American citizens residing on the Island of San 
Jaan, by sendinga British ship-of-war “from 
Vancouver Island to convey the Chief Factor of 
the Hudson Bay Company to San Juan, for the 
purpose of seizing an American citizen, and 
transporting him to Vancouver Isiand to be 
tried by British law.” 

{ will explain for your information that the 
aveuts of the Hudsen’s Bay Company ho!d no 
vificial position in Va couver Island, vor exer- 
cise any oflicial power or authority, and are as 
entirely distinct from the officers of the Execu 
tive Goverument as are any of the other inbabi- 
tants of Vancouver Island. To the re >orted

the must unhesitating and unqualifi.d denial. 
None of ber Majesty's ships has ever been sent 
to convey the Factor, or any otter of the 
liudson s Bay Company to dan Juan, for >the 
purpose of seizing aa American citizen, nor has 
apy attempt ever been made to seize any 
American citizen and to transport him forcibly 
to Vancouver Is and fur trial as represented by 

ou. 

Up to a very recent period but one American 
citizen has been resident on San Jaan. Abov+ 
the commencement of the present year «a few 
American citizens began to “ squat’ upon the 
island, and upon ove occasion a complaint was 
made to me by a British subject of some wrong 
committed against bis property by an American 
citizen, but no attention was paid to that com- 
plaint, out of consideration and respect to the 
iriendly government to which the alleged of- 
fender belonged, and whose citizens, I think it 
canvot be devied, have always been treated with 
marked attention by ali the British anthorities 
in these parts. With reference to San Juan in 
particular, 4 bave always acted with the utmost 
caution to prevent, so far as might le im my 
power, any ill feelmgs arising from collisions 
Letween British subjects and American citizens, 
and have in that respect cordially endeavored to 
carry out the views of the United States Gov- 
ernment, as expressed in a dispatch from Mr. 
Marcy, dated 17th July, 1855, to Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Washington, a copy of which I 
herewith enclose for your information, as I pre- 
sume that the document cannot be in your pos- 
session. [This dispatch was published in the 
Bulletin of Lith August.) Following the digni- 
tied policy recommended by that dispateb, I 
should, in any well-grounded case of complaint 
against an American citizen, have referred the 
matter to the Federal authorities in Washington 
Yerritory, well assured that if wrong bad been 
> committed reparation would have followed. 

* [deeply regret that you did not communicate 
with me for informative upon the subject of the 
alleged grievanee. You would then bave learned 
bow up founded was the complaint, av! the grave 
action you have adopted unght have been avoid- 
ed. 1 also deeply regret that you did not mon- 
tion the matter verbaily to me when I had the 
pleasure of seeing you at Victoria last month, 
fora few words from me, would,I am sure, 
have removed from your mind any erroneous 
impressions, and you would have ascertained 
personaily trom me how anxious I had ever 
been to co-operate to the utmost of my power 
with the oflicers of the Coited States Govern- 
ment, in any mdasure which might be mutually 
bepeticial to the citizens of the two covatries. 

Haviog given you a distinct and emphatic de- 
nial of the circumstances which you allege in- 
duced you to occapy the island of San Juan 
with Caited States troops; having shown you 
that the reasous Ppa assign do not exist, and 
having endeavored to assure you of my readi- 
ness on all occasions to act for the protection of 
American citizeus, and for the promotion of their 
welfare, | must cali upon you, sir, if not asa 
matter of right, at least es a matter of justice 
and of bumanity, to withdraw the troops now 
quartered upon the island of San Juan; for 
those troops are not required for the protection 
of American citizens against British authorities, 
aud their continuance upon an island, the sov- 
ereiguty of which is in dispute, vot ouly is a 
marked diseourtesy to a friendly Government, 
bat complicates to an undue degree the settle- 
ment in an amicable manner of the question of 
sovereignty, and is also calculated to provoke a 
collision between the military forces of two 
friendiy nations in a distant part of the world.

STATE OF AFFAIRS AMONG TITE SAINTS—SOUTH PASS

By the Salt Lake Mail which reached this cit 
yesterday, we have dates to the 8lstult. We 
observe from the Valley Tan that the Mormons 
hare no respect whatever for the laws, and the 
obedience they yield is only in form. 
Speaking of the admivistration of justice and 
the trial of criminals, the Tan says witnesses 
are spirited away, and in some instances the 
parties inimical to the Mormons murdered or 
otherwise disposed of. That paper further adds: 
The whole object and design seems to be to 
throw obstacles, ghastly, deathly obstacles, in 
the way of the administration of justice. He is 
a» madman or knave who will deny it in the face 
of these facts. 
It is tauntingly asked, why do not the Federal 
authorities prevent these things? We reply 
that the authorities can do nothing unless uplivid 
by the seotiment of the community, where au- 
thority is exercised. Is it upheld so here? Had 
these outrages been practiced elsewhere, the 
whole community would have been shocked, 
and the country would be full of seekers for the 


perpetrators. 


A Goop Dermrtion.—B. F. Hallett, a well- | 
known democratic politician, of Massachusetts, 
irarecent speech defined what “popular sov- 
ereignty” means in the democratic dictionaries. 
He said: |

is the merest abstract of an abstraction—nothing

An Expressman Killed.

The through trafe arriving bere from St. 
Louis yeste ing was thrown from the 
track where it is laid along the bank of the canal 
near Delhi. The train was a little behind time, 
s , Was going faster than necessary on 
Sunday morning, having no connections to 
make io avy direction. The accident was 
ed by a broken rail, and every appearance indi. 
cates that the rail was broken by tbe e of 
the train which was thrown from thetrack. No 
pxssenger Was seriously injured, except a very 
aged lady, Mrs. who was trampled upon 
by her frightened fellow pussenger?, in the wild 
scramble to get out of the car etter it capsiz ad 
and laidin the canal. The locomotive wentover 
the broken'rail; the first car was turned over 
and wrecked. Strange to say, no one in this 
ear was badly burt, and a few only cut by piec- 
es of broken glass. The third car was mostly 
occupied by ladies and children, and the scene 
that followed the accident beggars description. 
In the panic, as is always the case, every one 
imagined the catastrophe more dreadful than it 
was; itwas in the confusion and struggie to 
get out that Mrs, Burns, being too feeble to as- 
sist herself, was trampled upon andburt. Mr. 
Sam. P. Hale, (of Dean & Hale,) was the first to 
discover her, as she lay prostrate ou the floor— 
he was stepping over an obstruction, which he 
at first took to be an old cloak, so shapeless 
and inseasible did the poor body lie there after 
being crushed under a hundred feet. Mr. Hale 
por ber up, aod with the assistance of Mr. 

T. Watson, of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Road, had ber cared for, and, after arriving 
here, conveyed her to the Southgate House. 
She was accompanied by her daughter, Mrs. 
Snyder, herself an elderly lady, who was bad! 
bruised and eut by broken glass. The strep 
of the couplings and stay chains preven 
more serious calami y. 

As the Cincinnati Express, coming West on 
the Cleveland & Pittsburgh road (River Divis- 
ion, over which the cars of the Pittsburgh, Co- 
lambus & Cincinvati line are now rap,) on Sat- 
urday at 2 P. M., the locomotive encountered a 
pile of sand and earth washed down upon the 
track by the recent rain, and was thrown down 
the bank, carrying with it the Adams Express 
ear, which was turbed over. The Engineer, 
Hiram Anderson, was kilied, probably by falling 
uoder the Exoress car, though his body had vot 
been got out at the date of onr latest dispatch. 
The fireman was badly but not seriously cut. 
A most wouderful escape from death was made 
by Mr, Benton Halstead, express messenger, 
who bad sofficient presence of mind to spring 
lirst to one side of the car aud then to the 
other, as it rolled over, thus keeping on top the 
beavy iron sate and boxes with which the car 
was filled. A valuable dog by Mr. Halstead’s 
side when the accident occurred was killed. 
With the exception of the death of the engi- 
neer, aud the sight injuries received by the ex- 
press messenger aod the fireman, no p rson 
was injured. The accident occurred about fire 
miles this side of Rochester, two miles east of 
the village of Industry. Itia said that at the 
moment of the accident the engineer's atten- 
tio was diverted from the’ track ahead, by a 
hog which the engine bad struck and was tike 
to roll under the passerger cars, when the loco- 
motive «truck the earth and gravel obstractious 
and few th: track. Toe fireman says that An- 
derson sprang from the engine fast as it struck, 
«nd the fact that his bat and watch were found 
just outside the capsized express car favors the 
73 ype that be fell under and was instantly 
ci ied, 

The locomotive was the “Rocket,” a Taun 
mad built machine, and ove of the finest on the 
road, . 


The Revival in Ireland, 

A pamphlet narrative of the revival in the 
north of Ireland has been published. It is de- 
scribed as a great movement operating upon 
large masses of the people.’ The first “awaken- 
ing” in Uister was at Connor,in county of Autr m 
—a thoroughly Presbyterian district, inhabiteu 
chiefly by small farmers aud linen weavers. 
The district seemed a very unlikely spot for a 
revival, the people being a cool, shrewd, practi- 
cal set, in love with argumentative preaching, 
and quiet, intellectual religionism. It began 
about eighteen months ago, was at first slow in 
its progress, butin time overspread the whole 
district. The meetings were for several months 
sober and still, without even responsive amens, 
or weeping. 

The permanence of the impression produced 
is just the point upon whieh even many relig- 
ous people have their doubts. The testimony 
of the numerous lay and clerical visiters to Ul- 
ster, in their letters tothe Britieh Messenger is, 
that the real work of conversion is steadily pro- 
gressing. The’ latest intelligence from the 
North of Ireland is that the revival embraces 
nearly the whole of Ulster, including Belfast, 
Donaghadee, Antrim, Londonderry, Coleraine, 
Killioehy, Leitrim, Newtonlimavady, and other 
towns and districts. 

“ Revivals” on board steamboats—cases of 
persons “struck at railway stations—io the 
street—cven in “tap room parlors’ —are record- 
ed. Mr. Finney, of America, Mr. Brownlow 
North, and other * revivalists,” bave been over 
the scene of this mingled physical and spiritual 
excitement, and have endeavored to transfer, 
more particularly to Scotland, the exlubition of 
the same phenomena, but it is too early yet to 
speak of any result baving been achieved. 

“As the work spread it became more demon- 
strative and obstreperous in its manifestations 
in the more primitive and pastoral districts,— 
Crowds of thousands gathered, comprising all 
religionists, including Episcopalians and Roman 
Catholics. Hundreds are on the muddy streets, 
ou their knees in the attitude of prayer. The 
result is a great moral and religious change, af- 
fecting whole tamilles, streets and hamlets.— 
Young men, shortly before, hy their own cor 
fession ‘idle vagabonds,’ profaners of the Sab 
bath, and indulging in the scenes of revciry, 
Visiting the sick, exhorting sbe cfeless, 
part in the prayey Meeting, and so 
orth. 

The drunken O»-sgemen used to cry “ To 
—— with the pe” A gentlemen resident in 
the neigp+vt hood says that cry is never heard 
now, «0d that there is a brotherly feeling be. 
eween Catholics aud Protestants. Many of the 
converts are Roman Catholies; and many more 
of that faith respect the change wrought by the 
revival. One priest condemned it in bis altar 
lecture, speaking of it as the result of “‘satanic 
agency.” One of bis congregation ou his way 
home from the lecture, said to his companions, 
Well, friends, ali | have to say is, if the devil 
has done all this, there must be a new devil; for 
Im eg sure the oul’ one wouldn’t do it at all 
at au. 

The ‘awakening’ began ver 
some places. For instance iu Ballyclare, it be- 
gan ona fair day. A man wes seen io a cart on 
the ‘fair hill,’ prayiog aloud, and crying for 
mercy to his soul.’ The strange fact was re- 
ported from house to house, and all declared 
that he had lost his reason. While some felt 
pity or amazement, others were touched, and 
the streets of Ballyclare soon resounded with 
the cry of strong men for mercy, At Balley- 
mena, a similar poenomenon ushered in tie 
work of rel.gious excitement. 

The cases of conversion rapidly increased 
from week to week, many of the parties being 
struck in the streets, sometimes md sitting in 
the public houses. They were of all religions, 
Calvinists, Arians, Roman Catholics included — 
Prayer-meetings were held during the nigh 
and far into the early morning. inisters an 
elders bad to go from one meeting to another 
till their strength was utterly exhausted. 

A great number in all directions in the north 
where tbe revival prevails are ‘smitten down’ 
as suddenly, and they fall as nerveléss, and 
varalyzed, and powerless, as if killed instantly 

yaguu shot. They fall witha deep groan— 
some with a wild cry of horror, the greater 
vumber with the intensely earnest plea, ‘Lord 
Jesus have mercy on my soul !’ 

A Glasgow minister, who visited the scenes of 
the revival, condemns these ‘physical prostra- 
tions,’ and believes they might have been pre- 
vented to a large extent had pfoper means to 
that eud been taken at the outset. Much de- 
ponte upon the education of the converts. The 
Hasygow mister remarks: 

Does vot the fact that the physically prostra- 
ted are utterly iguorant and uneducated persons, 
aod excitable boys and girls, indicate that time- 
ly struction in Gospel truth would do much to 
prevent physical prostrations?”’
